Only 3% of the diamonds in the world are emerald cut, so right away you have a stone that 
is truly distinctive. They tend to have a vintage look to them, as they are certainly a classic 
cut. An emerald cut also has the flattering effect of elongating the fingers, making them look 
longer and narrower. The way emerald cut engagement rings are made is that they have 
a step cut instead of a brilliant cut. The step cut creates flashes of white light that radiate 
from the stone. The average emerald cut stone has a 5% greater surface area than a 
princess cut stone, so right away the stone appears larger. And because they are less in 
demand you can expect to pay approximately 20% less for an emerald cut ring than you 
would for the same quality with a princess cut.
